withal aledged that he was drunk and tcok them wich no ili detign 
tie Fellony being apparent he was found Guilty. | 


Hexry Caſteiport, an1iThomas Williamſcn, were tryed for ſtealiug a 
Coat from an unknown perſon, they bcing proſecuted by a Broker, 
Where they offere/l it to Salt, but they bought it, and no Evidence ap- 
pearing that it was ſtole, they were acquined : 


Mary Philips, was Indifted and Tryed as Acceſſary to a Fellony 
committed by John Parkeſeon. Viz. the latter having ſtolen a Sute of 
Cloaths, a Campaign Coat, Linen and cther things of vailue from 
one Mr. Woo, £1 the ſame or divers of them to the Pritoner at vn- 
der rates, which goods fo ſold were afterwards upon ſearch, iound in 
the Priſoners houſe, hid amongſt ſeveral rags and were at firſt cenyed 
by her, whichbred a ſuſpition, ſhe came not honeſtly by them,” yer 
ſhe pleading that ſhe bought them, not knowing they were ſtole and 
eadeavuured to apprehend the party ſhe bought them oft, bring ſeve- 
ralto teſtifie that ſhe did not ue to purchaſe ſtolen goods, ſhe was 
found not Guilty. 

Iſabel Barker, was Indicted, for that ſhe cid convert her dwelling 
houſe in Mers-Lexe into a common Baudy houſe, {uftering Lude L1- 
centious people to commir carnal wickedneſs in a debauched way to 
which ſhe pleaded not Guilty, whereupon the Evidence againſt her 
were produced, amongſt which was a Woman that gave Evidence

day aforesaid Con: rary to tine perſwafions of his triends he went witly 
a itick and ſword to find him which at laſt he did, and bid him draw, 
ver here fuſed and with his: ſtick defended himſelf. {till retiring till in 
the end finding himſelf hard preſſed. and his Life in danger he drew 
and ſtood upon his-gzrd ſo that after ſome palles. the decealed re-

Sarah ſtephens was Tryed fot picking the Pocket of Nath. 
aniel Berry in the pariſh of St. Brides the manner thus the 
proſecuter finding the priſones ſtanding at a dore ſhedeſired 
him to walk in which he did and called for drink aftes 
which being abovr to pay his recaing fonnd his mouy gon 
but ſhe ſoon after being apprekhended and now brought up 
on her Tryal he could not {were poſiciuely ſhe was the wo- 
man whereupon ſhe was aquitted. 


There were ſeveral preſentments made apainſt diſſenting
